Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 14-24 and 27-32 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record fails to teach or make obvious the steps or means for 
"responding to said request by connecting said second port directly to said caller 
at the remote location via the packet based telecommunication network without 
passing through said server", when such means is considered within the specific 
structure of the device recited in claims 14 and 17. The prior art of record fails to teach 
or make obvious the steps or means for "a gateway location server connected to 
said packet based telecommunication network having information of the location 
of said gateway telecommunication devices, said gateway location server being 
adapted to receive a request from a caller anywhere on said packet based 
telecommunication network for telecommunication with a specified telephone 
apparatus on said circuit switched telecommunication network, and further being 
programmed to select one of said gateway telecommunication devices to serve 
as a gateway between said networks for said requested connection, and to 
forward said request to said one gateway telecommunication device via said 
packet based telecommunication network", when such gateway location server is 
considered within the specific structure of the device recited in claims 27 and 32.
